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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual 
report, together with the report of Mrs. Thompson, Super- 
vistor of Music, and Miss Thomas, School Nurse. 


There were 268 different pupils enrolled in the Schools 
last year. This is almost exactly the same number as were 
in attendance year before last. The attendance averaged 
95.3 per cent of the membership which is just a little better 
than the average for the State. Twenty-three pupils com- 
pleted the work of the eighth grade and twenty-two of these 
entered High School. 


The old aim of education was the accumulation of facts. 
The aim accepted at the present time is the unfolding and 
development of character . While the fundamentals are not 
neglected, more attention is given to training in health, 
courtesy, fair play and a rational and sympathetic attitude 
toward work. These attributes come into play in the daily 
life of each person and are necessary to happiness and pros- 
perity. The test of a person now is not how much knowledge 
he has but how strong a character he has. The aim of our 
teachers has been to arouse and stimulate these qualities 
possessed by every normal boy and girl. This is being done 
not at the expense of the regular curriculum, but supple- 
mentary to it. 

The education of children is a partnership in which both 
the home and the school must be active. Parents are in- 
vited to visit the Schools and talk with teachers concerning 
the work of their children. 


Parents must see that their children are punctual and 
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regular in attendance. They should examine report cards 
carefully in order to note the progress of their children and 
in cases where unsatisfactory conditions are reported should 
get in touch with the teacher for further information. 

A larger number are attending High School each year. 
This makes necessary more money for High School tuition. 
This increased attendance is not confined to any one place 
but is general over the State and Nation, and has extended 
over the past ten years. There are several reasons for this 
change. Employment conditions together with an unwilling- 
ness on the part of employers to use the younger workers 
plays a part; the greatly increased prosperity of the Amer- 
ican public together with the faith of the public in the 
efficiency of education has also played a part. And finally 
and no less important, the changed attitude of education 
itself toward educational method has also played a part. 

The High Schools in this vicinity are filled to capacity. 
This is especially true at Haverhill. Should it happen that 
these schools could not accommodate our young people, then 
we would have a real problem on our hands. It appears at 
times that Plaistow may have to face the necessity of es- 
tablishing a High School. 

The reports of the Supervisor of Music and School 
Nurse are worthy of careful reading and will give some idea 
of the fine work being done. The dental clinic held last 
spring was successful and of much benefit to the children. 
It is hoped that another clinic may be held this year. The 
work done was of standard quality and available at a con- 
siderable reduction in rates. 

There is a very fine spirit of co-operation evident among 
our teachers and a willingness to work hard for the welfare 
of the children. Fine school progress is sure to result from 
such work. The children are learning lessons in social and 
civic relationships and responsibilities no less than in school 
subjects. Education is not merely an acquisition of facts 
from books but is fundamentally the development of those 
attitudes, habits and ideals which make for good character.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 





To the Superintendent and School Board of Plaistow: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Music in the Plaistow Schools. 

In looking back upon the year’s work I find in every 
case co-operation and pleasant classroom associations. 

The work in music is being carried on in the usual way. 
The Supervisor visits each room once a week; plans the 
lesson and presents step by step the music problems 
throughout the course. The text books are from the New 
Educational Music Course by Ginn & Co., in all but grades 
three and four where we hope to have them next year. 

Musical appreciation is now a part of the regular course. 
The study of the instruments of the orchestra is begun in 
the first grade and carried on through the eighth, where the 
orchestra is taken as a whole. Another feature in this work 
is the music memory test given in grades five, six, seven and 
eight. 

On December 19, the boys and girls of the Pollard and 
Westville Schools presented the operetta “The Princess 
Chrysanthemum” by C. King Proctor. Pupils from grades 
four, five and six helped with the chorus while the solo parts 
were taken from grades seven and eight. The Toy Sym- 
phony from grades one, two and three was an added attrac- 
tion. The proceeds from this performance were given to the 
music department for records to be used in the music mem- 
ory work. 

Let me again thank the Superintendent, School Board 
and Teachers for their interest and support in this work.
